Ovun brethren throughout the United States are aware that since the deceace of the 
beloved and lamented Luther Crawford, lat» Corresponding Secretary of the Ameri- 
can Baptize Home Mission Society, the Quanterly Paper of that zociety, which 
originated with him, has not appeared. It is unnecessary to offer any other reazon for 
its digcontinuance than the well known fact that during the whole period vince the 
death of the catimable Secretary, until very near the last anniversary of the Society, 
his office was wnoccupied, except by « temporary arrangement. 

The discontinuance of that valuable paper has been regarded as an unfortunate cir. 
cumatance. It was an important medium of communication between the Executive 
Committee and the churches, presenting correct information of the wants of our de- 
nomination, especially in the valley of the Mi«sizv1ppi ; the proper means of supplying 
those wants, and the efforts of the Committev to employ ther for that purposs. It 
furnished, also, a cheap mode of acknowledging the benefactions of our friends ; and 
while it proved an important and valuable auxiliary of the Society in promoting the 
great interests for which they labored, it is believed its periodical appearance among 
the churches was everywhere greeted with a welcome reception. 

The attempt to revive it at this time, therefore, can hardly be thought experiments], 
if, as it is believed, the Baptist denomination is still as much interected in Home Mis- 
vions as it was cightoen months ago, or if the periodical peruzal of documents chowing 
facts connected with mizsionary operations in our own country is as deeirable as it was 
then. Thee, it will be the constant care of the prevent Secretary to prevent from 
time to time, eepecially euch as may be farniched by the Agents, Mizionaries, and 
other correspondents of the Society: and in this undertaking, aided by the councels and 
contributions of the Fxecutive Committee, he hopes to render it «till acceptable and 
veetu].
